He said he made one and upon 
Colonel Davis submittin&a printed re- 
port of that statement, General Miles 
examined It and approved it . Then 
he wasasked about an alleged inter- 
view, which appeared in the New York 
Journal, December 23, whether it rep- 
presented completely or in -part what' 
he said?

nightingales sang and a fountain pnrl- 
ed, Randolph Gnggenheimer, president 
of the municipal connoil, gave a dinner i 
the other night at the Waldorf-Astoria 
which in decoration and appointments 
surpassed any function of the kind ever 
given in New York. It set the mark 
above the Lackmeyer dinner of 1878, ! 
which has always been spoken of as the 
most costly feast ever served on Man- 
hattan Island. That banquet wad known 
as the "swan" dinner, because three of 
the sort of bird that rested upon "Still 
St. Mary's Lake" floated about a foun- 
tain surrounded by the circular table. 


The dinner at which Mr. Guggen-' 


beixner entertained 40 personal friends 
waa given beneath the spreading vine 
in a garden which exhaled the fra- 
grance of the flowers of spring and 
rang with the roundelay of nightin- 
gales, blackbirds and canaries. Real 
grapes hung from the trellis beneath 
which the guests were seated, and flow- 
ers actually growing nodded at their 
feet. 


When the door of the myrtle room 


waa opened, and the guests were bidden 
to enter a fairyland of spring, electric 
lights were turned on, and the air was 
filled with the notes of a woodland ora- 
torio notes attuned to the throats of 
birds hidden jn foliage. The flash of 
light waa to them the breaking of an- 
other dawn. They greeted an artificial 
sun and a morn which was the begin- 
ning of night From beyond was waft- 
ed the minstrelsy of stringed instru- 
ments. Softly glowed the light upon 
the garden. It was like the sunrise in 
the spring. The guests were walking 
down a garden path T*. lips raised their 
chalices where once had been a well wax- 
ed floor. A tank of ferns bearing the 
'dews of morn had upon the top the 
roses of June. 


Between the hedges, along the path, 


walked the guests'to a summer house, 
in the midst of a tropic jungle of palms 
It may have been called a grape arbor, 
save that the amilaz twined itself with 
the vina Full, round bunches of grapes 
hung from the leafy canopy. Over all 
was the light which came from Vene- 
tian lanterns, wrought from iron, after 
the manner which made famous the 
artificers of mediaeval Italy. The elec- 
tric light shone through panels and 
medallions of richly colored glass. From 
the leaves on the roof of the bower 
shone scores of electric lights so tiny 
that they hardly gave the suggestion of 
color. 


Only two sides of the 12 sided arbor 


were open. The guests stood at ttu 
threshold, as if they were in an Alad- 
din's garden which would suddenly dis- 
appear. Before them was a circle which 
beamed with colors and light. There 
was a marge from which the white 
cloth showed; beyond were beds of 
flowers, and in the center of all a 
bronzed boy leaning against a stork 
locked with laughing eyes at a, purling 
fountain./ A sparkling jet rose to with- 
in two feet of the lamp which hung 
from the apex of the bower's roof. 


The chairs were drawn back. The 


guests sat down at a board which told 
them of what this old earth gives for 
the comfort of mankind. There was no 
lavish display of silver, There were in- 
stead flowers and fruit, the most per- 
fect known to man. Bunches of grapes 
glowed on the white cloth. There lay 
corsage bouquets of pink roses and lilies 
ot Ahe valley and boutonnieres of white 
carnations. The*menus were painted in 
letters of gold upon',cocoanuts, from a 
part of the shell of which the rough 
fiber had been scraped away. The me- 
nus at the places for the women guests 
were printed upon fans. 


Those who sat at that board could 


hardly keep their eyes from the beau- 
ties teyond the rim of white napery. 
Here was a miniature garden, which 
seemed to grcVbefore their eyes. Prom 
the edge of the basin of the fountain, 
more than two feet from what had 
been the floor, sloped a bed of tulips. 
Then the flower beds reached to the ta- 
ble. Upon the ascent bloomed roses, 
and sometimes a daffodil would droop 
upon the table.' Sometimes a drop of 
water would splash upon the floral bor- 
ders, glisten in the light and disappear.

Nowhart in the world perhaps U the 


telephone a greater factor in life than 
In Hawaii, says a Honolulu correspond 
ent of the Chicago Record. In the is- 
lands there are about 3,000 telephones 
to a population of 110,000, or one tele- 
phone to every 63 inhabitants. On tha 
island of Oahu, on which Honolulu is 
situated, there are 1,090 telephones to 
a population of about 40,000, or About 
one to each 41 of the population. 
' 


The telephone was introduced her* 


in the latter part of 1880 and soon be- 
came an established part of the busi- 
ness, social and political life of the 
country. It may sound strange to use 
the word "political" in this connec- 
tion, but it is true in a sober and literal 
sense, for in every revolution that has 
been planned or attempted the seizure 
and control of the central telephone 
office has always been ,one at the first 
strategical moves thought of. 


The telephone is much more of a pub- 


lic institution here than it ia m most 
places. Isolated as the islands are, the 
arrival of a steamship from a, foreign 
land is of personal interest to almost 
every individual. 
The government 


maintains a lookout station on Diamond 
Head, from which approaching vessels 
in any direction can be sighted while 
still from 30 to 40 miles distant, de- 
pending on the state of the atmosphere. 
As soon as a steamer is sighted "cen- 
tral" is notified. "Central" then noti- 
fies the pilot office, the port physician, 
the board of health, the custom house, 
the postoffice, the newspaper offices and 
a few other persons who have a partic- 
ular interest in getting early informa- 
tion of this character. Then the electric 
light company is notified, and it gives 
two long whistles if the steamer is 
from America and three if it is from 
any other part of the world. For two 
minutes after these whistles are blown 
no telephone connections are made, but 
the force at "central" keeps repeating 
the name of tho steamer and its loca- 
tion, as "Australia ofTKoko Head," or 
"China off Waianae," so that all any 
individual needs to do is to go to the 
nearest telephone, put the receiver to 
his ear and listen and he will know 
what steamer it is, where it is, and if 
be has lived here any length of time he 
can form an accurate judgment as to 
how long it will be before the steamer 
will be at the wharf. 


If the steamer brings any striking 


piece of news of general interest, "cen- 
tral" gives it to everybody who calls 
up for a connection. In this way the 
destruction of the Maine was known 
all over this island within ten minutes 
after the Zealandia, which brought the 
news, was'at the wharf. 


If an important personage dies, the 


news is distributed in the same way, 
and "central" can always be depended 
on to give the hour and place of a fu- 
neral as soon as the hour has been fixed. 
In New York and Chicago, if you "want 
to make an inquiry, you ask a police- 
man. In Honolulu you ask "central." 


The meat markets have a list of their 


regular customers at "central," and at 
about 6 o'clock each evening "central" 
calls them all up in order and takes 
their orders for the next morning's 
breakfast.

New Indn«tri«B In the South. 


The Chattanooga Tradesman says 


that among the more important of the 
new industries reported in the week 
ended Feb. 11 are brick and lime works 
in Alabama, brick and tile works in 
Arkansas, coal mining developments in 
north Georiga and upper east Ten- 
nessee, cotton mills in Georgia and 
North Carolina, the latter a $500,000

in Tennessee and West Virginia, a saw 
works in Virginia, a spoke and handle 
factory in west Tennessee, a large tan- 
nery in east Tennessee, two telephone 
companies in Kentucky and a wood 
working plant in Alabama.' 


Wb«*t In Spain. 


Theodore Merteus, in charge of the 


United States consular agency at Va- 
lencia, writes as follows: 


"The great demand for wheat in this 


country and the present low price of 
tlf« article in the United States offer & 
i^ opportunity to our grain exporting 
merchants to sell large quantities" to 
Spain until her own crops are ready for 
market. A steamer cargo of 4,000 tons 
of red winter wheat has just arrived 
here from New York, which has proved 
satisfactory, and importers are willing 
to receive more during the winter or 
spring. The price seems to compare fa- 
vorably with that of Russian wheat 
(the kind generally imported here when 
there is a demand for foreign wheat), 
although American wheat pays 20 per 
cent higher duties than grain from 
countries which have a commercial 
treaty with Spain. This is the first di- 
rect shipment from the United States 
to this port since the war."

The alchemists of the middle ages be-

Its chem- 
ical energy is so fierce that, except gold 
and platinum, nothing can resist it, and 
even gold and platinum succumb to 
fluorine in time. The mere contact of 
most substances with fluorine is suffi- 
cient to cause not mere solution, but 
light, flame and fierce detonations. 
Dull, inert flint takes fire when exposed 
to fluorine vapor and becomes a bril- 
liant incandescent mass. Lampblack 
bursts into flame, while charcoal burns 
with bright scintillations. Only the 
diamond is able to resist this powerful 
solvent, to whrch it does not succumb 
even at high temperature. The siinilai 
element silicon, which can be obtamei 
in a crystalline form closely resembling 
the diamond, gives a magnificent dis 
play in the presence of fluorine, th< 
crystals becoming white hot and throw 
ing showers of fiery spangles in all cli 
lections. The heat ia so iutense that th< 
crystals melt, showing that their tern 
perature has reached 1,200 degrees C. 


Phosphorus combines fiercely wit! 


fluorine. ' Prussian blue, on account of 
the cyanogen it contains, burns with a 
beautiful pink flame; while from a 
crystal of iodine placed in fluorine vapor 
a heavy liquid distills with a pale flame 
This liquid—an iodide of 
fluorine- 


etches glass, and if thrown into water 
hisses like bot iron. The last named 
metal becomes white bot when exposed 
to fluorine; even iron rust behaves in a 
similar manner. Nearly all metals are 
raised to vivid incandescence in a cur- 
rent of 'the gas, many appearing very 
beautiful, especially aluminium and 
zinc. If the latter be slightly warmed, 
it bursts into a white flame too dazzling 
to gaze at or describe. 


Although it has been known in vari- 


ous statCT of combination for many 
years, having been first discovered by 
Schwankbardt of Nuremberg, in 1670, 
and rediscovered by Soheele in 1771, 
fluorine was not obtained as fluorine in 
the free «tate until about six years ago, 
when the French chemist Moissan suc- 
ceeded in isolating it by employing a 
current of electricity from 26 or 28 
Bunsen batteries. The current was pass- 
ed through the compound of fluorine 
and hydrogen known as hydrofluoric 
acid, which is similar to hydrochloric 
acid. To improve ^he conductivity of 
the hydrofluoric acid it was necessary 
to dissolve another fluorine compound 
in the liquid. As will readily be imag- 
ined, it is not so difficult to obtain free 
fluorine as to keep it when obtained. 
Every part of the apparatus used by M. 
Moissan was made of platinum, with 
screw joints and washers of lead, which 
swell on contact with fluorine, all the 
stoppers being of fluorspar. Fluorine 
has a powerful affinity for silicon, one 
of the.principal constituents of glass, so 
that it was impossible to use glass ves- 
sels or tubes to contain the gas. 


As regards the chemical nature of 


fluorine, it is a gas at ordinary temper- 
ature and is the lightest member of the 
series of elements containing chlorine, 
bromine and iodine. The attraction of 
fluorine for hydrogen exceeds that of 
chlorine and is so great that if a slow 
current of fluorine gas be passed into a 
tube of fluorspar containing a drop of 
water a dark fog is produced, which 
changes presently to a blue vapor con- 
sisting of ozone—the condensed form of 
oxygen. The last named substance ap- 
pears to be one of the few materials 
which has no affinity for fluorine. Noth- 
ing is observed to take place between 
them even when they are heated up to 
1,000 degrees F. 


So far all experiments had been con- 


ducted with fluorine gas, wbicb, at the 
time it was isolated, resisted all at- 
tempts to reduce it to the liquid state. 
Six years ago, however, there vas no 
laboratory—such as that at the Royal 
institution-—having powerful machinery 
for producing liquid air or liquid oxy- 
gen at the command of the investigator. 
In fact, liquid air itself was practically 
unknown. By the aid of this weapon 
Professors Dewar and Moissan have suc- 
ceeded' to liquefying fluorine. At .the 
extremely low temperature of liquid 
oxygen it was found that fluorine did 
not attack glass, and it was possible to 
use glass vessels to bold the newly lique- 
fied element. — O. F. Townsend in 
Knowledge.—,

During the American 
operations against the Spanish he made 
B series of tours about the city of Ma- 
nila, and his fearlessness won a recom- 
mendation for a medal of honor.- After 
entry into the city Bell extended his 
investigations, and his reports placed 
General Otis in a position to campaign 
intelligently and successfully anywhere 
In the middle portion of Luzon. He ex- 
fcmined roads, passes and fords, and un- 
der his direction elaborate m'aps were 
prepared. He also visited every native 
stronghold and gave bis chief accurate 
reports as to position and strength. He 
worked fearlessly and unceasingly. He 
conducted all the negotiations with 
Aguinaldo, who personally admired 
him, 
and was probably instrumental in 


long delay ing the recent conflict. — New 
York Sun.

OUTLIHE OP HIS OPEH DOOB PLAHB, ABOLISHES TAXES OH PQOD STUFFS 


American Prenttip* Is Hlffh, He Say«, 


la the Orient—Our Reputation In 
the Bait "Warrant* an Alliance to 
Guarantee Freedom of Trade. 


Lord Charles Beroeford, the British 


commissioner who is on a semiofficial 
visit to this country, is received with 
enthusiastic expressions of good will at 
every 'place he visits. 
To a reporter of 


an Omaha paper a day or two ag«v he 
said: 


"I had expected tbe American peopla 


to take kindly to the idea of a commer- 
cial alliance that would lead to a bet- 
ter understanding in tfie far east arid 
contribute to the development of better 
trade relations, but I cannot say that-I 
was prepared for the enthusiastic recep-- 
tion I have received thus far from the 
sections of the United States!have vis- 
itea." 


Lord Beresford declared with empha- 


sis that he believed the community of 
interest needed for the maintenance of 
open ports in Chin'a and the restriction 
of "spheres of influence" would be ee- 
cnred. 


"I base my opinion of the success of 


this venture,1* said ho, "not only on 
the enthusiasm displayed by American 
commercial bodies since my arrival, 
but from the letters and telegrams re- 
ceived from prominent men throughout 
the United States. Even while in China 
studying'this subject I received letters 
from prominent Americans. 


"I am gathering memorials, resolu- 


tions and other forms of expression of 
tbe commercial bodies of this country. 
Of course I will exhibit these testi-

menials in England, but the more prac- 
tical advantage will -be tbe influence 
these gentlemen in America will con- 
tribute toward the forming of a wave of 
public sentiment that will have practi- 
cal effect in urging the importance of 
the situation on the congress of the 
United States. 


"I am especially desirous of seeing 


the chamber of commerce of Chicago 
take a determined stand in favor of this 
alliance. In New York I desire to se- 
cure about tbe same thing. I will also 
go-to Washington and probably get 
some testimonials if possible from men 
of public prominence there. 1 am anx- 
ious to visit other cities of the country 
before I return to England, but am not 
yet sure I can do so, L, 


VI find a difference of sentiment with 


reference to one phase of the proposition 
I am attempting to promote. That re- 
fers to the form of alliance between the 
nations that will undertake to guaran- 
tee the integrity of the Chinese empire. 
I have met many Americans who are 
unqualifiedly in favor of an alliance for 
defensive and offensive purposes, while 
others seem to prefer an amicable un- 
derstanding between these powers, but 
not a formal agreement The latter 
argue that the results can be obtained 
as well "through a friendly understand- 
ing as by a formal treaty. 


"This is a question that will bear 


careful discussion. My study >ot the 
proposition in the orient leads me to 
conclude that a formal alliance is the 
proper manner in which the subject 
should be handled'. Community of in- 
terests is the mainspring of all national 
alliances. The subject matter for a com- 
munity of action between America, 
England and Germany and Japan cer- 
tainly exists. If a formal alliance is en- 
tered into between these nations it will 
be a notice to the civilized world of 
their determination to act in behalf of 
China. 


"I want to impress one thing espe- 


cially upon the minds of the Americans 
—that la, the vast prestige the great 
American republic has secured in the 
orient through tbe magnificent work of 
its army and navy against Spain. The 
-battle of Manila Bay did more to im- 
press, upon the higher classes of Chinese 
the efficiency of modem methods in war 
over the methods used by effete nations 
than anything that could have occurred. 
Then, too, it gave the average China- 
man respect for the stars and stripes 
that they could have secured in no oth- 
er way. 


"Dewey'e work was an object lesson 


not only to the Chinese, but to* the 
orient. It placed the stars and stripes 
In the front rank. Americans, of course, 
appreciate the efficient work of their 
gallant admiral, but in the east the 
naval victory at Manila and the celerity 
with which the administration rushed 
vast bodies of troops half way around 
the world to support its navy had the 
effect of impressing upon many nations 
of the orient the boundless power of the 
great republic, the strength of the great 
nation on the other side of the world, 
which at • single bound baa placed it- 
self in tbe front rank of the powen of 
tbe world."

For Six Cent*—Tlie Tax AUo Taken 
Oflf Meat—Applying Common Sena* 
Ideaa to Matter* of Government. 


General Guy V. Henry, military and 


civil governor of Porto Kico, says 
the San Juan correspondent of the 
New York Snn, has not only given 
the people of Porto Rico increased^ 
confidence in Jheir new- mother coun- 
try, but also established a more set- 
tled and stable administration by 
the introduction so far as possible of 
his promised reforms in the island gov- 
ernment. During bis two months' rule 
he has abolished tha tax on two com- 
mon food stuffs, appointed special com- 
missioners to clear the conrt dockets, 
organized island and municipal boards 
of health, introduced American police- 
men, 
placed the lighthouses in charge 


of the navy, repealed many obnoxious 
Spanish laws in whole or in part, and 
even extended self government to many 
interior towns. 


General Henry owes much of his suc- 


cess to his vigorous business methods. 
"When he first took control, he defined 
his present policy precisely in the re- 
mark, "I shall uso good western horse 
sense in administering the affairs of the 
island and seek to give the people here 
a daily lesson in self government." He 
shows, too, Yankee shrewdness, a trait 
acquired perhaps at school in a little 
Connecticut village near New Haven. 
And for a governor general he is demo- 
cratic. At the palace he greets all call- 
ers cordially, makes them feel at ease, 
listens patiently to all complaints, rec- 
ommendations and requests, and every 
day grants and refuses everything, from 
a pass on a transport to-a valuable rail- 
way franchise. But visitors must come 
in the morning. In his afternoons, with 
his stenographer and interpreter, he 
tackles his big pile of personal letters, 
Washington correspondence and official 
reports. He also spends a few hours 
each day investigating and remodeling 
and repealing Spanish • laws and cus- 
toms. Yet another matter of impor- 
tance in which be finds an urgent need 
of reform is the" employment of con- 


^Jtractors in municipal or government 


improvements. Concerning this sub- 
ject, in an interview, General Henry 
said: 


"I find difficulty in getting contract- 


ors to bid on work because they are 
afraid of the corruption which existed 
go much under Spanish rule. For the 
present, therefore, I am compelled to' 
employ laborers by the day, without 
any satisfactory system." 
v 


As aa experiment General Henry has 


withdrawn troops from -many interior 
towns in order to give the people, as he 
promisedr a practical lessdn in self gov- 
ernment. His action was hurried partly 
by a lack of harmony in a few cases be- 
tween the military officers and the mu- 
nicipal officials. For example, in one 
village a volunteer officer, bringing a 
native prisoner into court, demanded 
an immediate trial without even the 
necessary signed complaint. 
Such a 


proceeding the judge of course refused 
to authorize. 'So in order to prevent 
more complaints of the same nature the 
governor general has sent letters to sol- 
diers, officers and municipal officials 
notifying them that "councils are held 
responsible for their duties and military 
officers for tbe law and order of the 
community." Of his self government 
experiment General Henry saye: "I 
shall hold the alcalde and his council 
strictly responsible for the government 
of this community. If they fail to pre- 
serve law and order or show an indiffer- 
ence and neglect of duty, the towns in 
which such neglects occur will be put 
under a military officer and necessary 
troops, and the functions of the alcalde, 
council and courts be suspended and 
the town governerfbjr military Irfw." 


But the common people, the class'of 


natives whose attention is fixed not BO 
much on forms of government, but 
more toward the needs of everyday life, 
seethe blessings of their new govern- 
ment more plainly in -the tax reforms 
made by the American governor gen- 
eral. ' In Spanish times, when the 850,- 
000 or 900,000 islanders annually raised 
4,000,000 pesos for the government, 
taxea were laid on everything from 
valuable plantations down to the sale 
of bread and meat. On a loaf of bread 
then the poor as well as the rich paid 
a tax of % cents. But since General 
Henry has removed this obnoxious tax 
even the little street urchins can tell 
yon that the 8 cent loaves now sell for 
6 cents. As for meat, before the sale of 
this article became free from duty the 
little city of San Juan collected from 
the public market a daily tax of 150 
pesos, which, of course, the people them- 
selves really paid. Now, in order to 
make up tbe reductions in municipal 
receipts, caused by the foregoing ex- 
emptions. General Henry has author- 
ized all towns and villages to issue spe- 
cial licenses for tbe sale of liquors and 
tobacco, which heretofore have been 
sold under a general merchandise per- 
mit. For the new schedule he recom- 
mends a fee of 50 pesos for every liquor 
or tobacco store or stand in towns of 
from 5,000 to 10,000 population and a 
fee of 80 pesos for towns of more than 
20,000 population. General Henry fur- 
ther strikes a blow for temperance by a 
paragraph-which reads: "It is hoped 
that this taxing of tbe sales of liquors 
may have tbe effect of closing a number 
of saloons and cf taking temptation to 
drink away from tbe inhabitants, a 
vice of tbe island which tends to de 
moralize its people, causes misery an 
suffering to tbe innocent and interfere 
materially with moral progress, upor 
which" depends tbe success of any aa 
tion."

SPANISH 


The Opinion of the Commander of a 


German Cruiner. 


Captain Jacobsen, commander of the 


German cruiser Geier, Has published in 
The Marine Eeview of Berlin two arti- 
cles about his personal experiences dur- 
ing the Spanish-American campaign in 
Santiago. In speaking of Spanish gun- 
nery he says: 


"I have heard only of one instance 


where a Spanish shell found an Am^eri- 
can warship. This was sent into tbe 
Texas while that battleship was bom- 
barding the Socopa batteries. 


"One night, while the American bat- 


tleships kept up a continuous bombard- 
ing, one of the attacking vessels was 
found by the searchlights on the bat- 
tery. Tie Spaniards opened fire on it, 
but instead of hitting the vessel Ibe 
Iowa, which lay under cover of dark- 
ness, was struck by the shell from the 
Spanish howitzer. 


"Great must have been the fright of 


the American officers when on taking 
charge of Morro they found that the 
cannon operated against them by the 
Spanish bore the dates,of 1608 and 
1718. Part of these howitzers were 
found loaded as the Americans took 
charge. The officer in charge ordered 
them to be fired .off and found to his 
great surprise that the longest distance 
one of these shots could traverse wa3 
800 yards. 


"With due apologies to the brethren 


of Yankeeland, did the thrifty Ameri- 
cans really allow themselves to be 
frightened at this Spanish 'bluff?' In 
the beginning perhaps yes. I must con- 
fess, and so do my officers, that while 
watching tbe proceedings from our 
cruiser we had not the faintest idea 
that the Spanish batteries had such an- 
tique material to defeF* taeir glorious 
honor with. '*

Hostile Demonstrations Against the 


New President of France, 


Series of Biota In Various 


Sections of Paris. 


A Number of Parsons Seriously Injured and 


Miny Arrests Are Made* 


9 Paris, Feb. 20.—The election at Ver- 
sailles Saturday afternoon is a victory 
for the temperate element In French poli- 
tics. The anti-Semites are wild with a 
passion for revolution. Whether they 
can stir up the people of Paris to over- 
throw the republic, as they have been 
trying to do, is the Issue awaited eagerly 
by all parties. 


There were 812 ballots cast, Loubet re- 


ceiving 483 and Mellne 279, while the 
other 50 w«re scattered. 


There is every' sign of a campaign 


against President Loubet similar to that 
which drove M. Castmir-Perler to re- 
sign. Clearly, La Patrie Francaise will 
leave no stone unturned to achieve this 
object, its chief ground of objection be- 
ing the president is a Dreyfuslte. The 
street demonstrations which have oo" 
curred have not been spontaneous, but 
were evidently organized, and, so far, 
they have been easily suppressed. 
It 


is affirmen that the Dupuy cabinet -will 
act energetically to maintain.public or- 
der. 


It is believed by many that .the riotous 


scenes in -Paris are only a foretaste of 
what Is coming. Last night the boule- 
vards were battlefields, and nowhere was 
a voice to glorify the new president. 
Today :the press is uncommonly ran- 
corus. Here are some of the titles of 
honor conferred upon Loubet: "Imbe- 
cile," "Panamaist," "Wretch," "Liar," 
"Perjurer" and "Avowed Protector of the 
Dreyfusards." 


The scene at the Versailles election Is 


described as a "Donnybrook fair, with a 
touch of tragedy therein—the tragedy 
of a ne\vly chosen ruler attempting to 
Ignore his own unpopularity and smil- 
ingly returning thanks for con»«»tulF- 
tions." 


Police measures for the maintenance 


of order have be>n taken on an extensive 
scale. M. Loubet did not quit his resi- 
dence at Tha Luxembourg until 6 o'clock 
last evening. 


Toward 7 o'clock demonstrations oc-

NICARAGUA CANAL BILL 


Hay Be Lost Through Us Placing by 


, tbe Senate as a Rider* 


Stormy Times Expected In 


Congress' Closing Days. 


Must Be Much Work During Next Two Weeks 


to Prevent an Extra Session. 


Washington, Feb. 20.—The house enter* 


upon the last two weeks of the session 
with three appropriation bills—the army, 
fortifications and general deficiency- 
unacted upon, and the naval bill but 
half completed. 
The army bill must 


be held back until the senate shall de- 
clue upuii its course relative to the re- 
organization, but it is not anticipated 
that either of the other bills will cause 
trouble. 


The situation in the house, however, 


had been greatly complicated by the ac- 
tion of the senate In placing the NicaT- 
raguan canal bill upon the river and har- 
bor bill as a rider. This will doubtless 
precipitate a bitter fight in the senate, 
and may result in tl)q loss of the bill. 
:. The failure of the river and harbor bill 
will not make an extra session incum- 
bent, but the contest over it will develop 
bad blood and produce friction which 
may make it all th* more difficult with 
the other' measures that mu*t of neces- 
sity pass to avoid an extra session. The 
conference reports on all the big appro- 
priation bills are yet to be adopted, and 
if the senate should load some of them 
down, as it has the river and harbor, 
stormy times in'the house would bein- 
«vitabl« during the closing days. 


The last six days of tbe session fortu- 


nately are suspension days, under which 
any proposition can be forced to a vote 
after 20 minutes' debate on a side. To- 
day is also suspension day under the 
rules and advantage wfll be taken of it 
to pass tbe bill for the payment of $20,000,- 
000 to Spain to carry out the 'terms of the 
Paris treaty. 


Under suspension of the rules, amend- 


ments are not in order, so that the bouse 
will have no opportunity to vote upon 
any of th* numerous expressions of fu- 
ture policy with which various 


The week will be a busy one in the 


senate. With only 12 days of the session 
left, all senators appreciate the neces- 
sity of very strict and close attention 
to business in order to get through the 
bills, which all admit must become laws 
•in order to prevent an extra session of 
congress. 


Very rarely his it occurred that there 


have, been so many important measures 
on the senate calendar so short a time 
before the final adjournment of the last 
session of a congress. There are, how- 
ever, only comparatively few of these 
bills, outside the appropriation bills, 
which must necessarily be acted upon 
before adjournment, and if the senate 
shall dispose of these with the same 
-facility that it has used in getting rid 
•of other important bills during the past 
week the session will be closed up in good 
order and with time to spare. The army 
reorganization bill and the census bill 
are. in reality the only two measures, 
aside from the appropriation bills, upon 
•which final action would seem absolutely 
necessary. The census bill has passed 
•both houses and is now in conference ard 
3s reasonably sure of enactment in some 
shape.; 'The armyi biM is yet to receive 
the attention of the senate. Other meas- 
ures which will be pressed to a certain 
extent'are the. Alaskan code'bill, the 
Hawaiian territorial organization bill 
and various other bills pertaining to 
Hawaii. 


The contest over the army bill which 


was promised for last week was post- 
poned until the present week largely 
because the storm of the first days of the 
week prevented consideration of the bill 
by the military committee. Senator 
Hawley, chairman of the committee on 
military, affairs, has given notice that he 
Witt seek to haVe the bill taken up for 
consideration immediately after the dis- 
posal of the routine business today. He 
will,first'ask for unanimous consent to 
take the'bill up, and if this be refused, 
will make a motion to this effect There 
is no'probability that the bill will not be 
taken up; as the Democrats, as well as 
the' Republicans, concede the necessity 
for some legislation increasing the army 
to cover the present emergency. With 
the bill once before the senate, Senator 
Cockrell will proceed to give the reasons 
of the opposition to a permanent increase 
in the army, and he will be followed by 
other senators* in opposition so long as 
no -disposition is manifested to abandon 
at least some portions of the house bill. 
The vital point of difference between the 
two sides of the chamber is the duration 
of time for which :the increase in the. 
army is to be'made. The Republicans 
demand that it shall be permanent and 
the Democrats refuse to make it more 
than, temporary. The latter declare that 
they will not abandon this position, and 
say that:whatever is done must be done 
With tlii» '-understanding. Some of th« 
friends of-the bill have suggested the ao- 
ceptaiice of the Hnll bill with an amend> 
ment niaking the increase for only a 
specified time; but the Democrats gen- 
erally manifest a disposition, not to ac- 
cept this change, as they say it would 
leave the-'way open for the Republicans 
to get the legislation they want in the 
next congress by repealing the tempo- 
rary provision. So far as tangible basis 
for a compromise has been suggested on 
either side, but some of the most influ- 
ential Tnembers of the senate are work- 
ing to that end, and the prediction is 
freely made that they will succeed ba- 
fore.the close of the session. It has never 
been'' supposed that any common ground 
would be" found until the champions of 
the two sides should have an opportunity 
to- test th« mettle of each-other's weap- 
ons. This opportunity will come today, 
and it la expected that tomorrow a 
chance will be found for a conference 
looking to an agreement. This oppor- 
tunity will be afforded by taking up the 
river and. harbor bill if present plans ar* 
carried Into effect." 


Of the su^nly bills tbe senate now has 


before it only the postofflce appropria- 
tion bill and the river and harbor bill. 
Of these the postofflc* bill hat received 
partial attention and the river and har- 


• bor bill none. It Is expected that the 
sundry'Civil bill will be reported late In 
th* week. The river and harbor bill will 
probably arouse considerable discussion, 
and there will be an effort to defeat the 
Nicaragua canal amendment on a point 
of order. ' There are still four important 
appropriation bills, namely, the naval. 
army, forttOcations and deficiency bills 
which have not yet been received from 
the house of representatives.

DEATH OF SAMUEL RAYMOND 


Well-Known Hinsdale Resident and 


Prominent Berkshire Politician. 


Samuel M. Raymond of Hinsdale, 


well known here and throughout West- 
ern, Massachusetts as a prominent 
-jitizen and politician, died at bis home 
Saturday afternoon. He had been ill 
only a short time, anfl the news of his 
death came as a surprise throughout 
the region. Mr. Raymond was a man 
who made many friends and his popu- 
larity at times overrode, political- feol- 
'ng. His personality was forceful and 
his practical ideas counted for a deal 
In the life of the town. 


Mr. Raymond was an ardent demo- 


Tat, an earnest worker in campaigns, 
and did much toward bringing his 
party to the front in his representative 
district. He was elected to the house 
in 18S8, and served on the joint legis- 
lative committee on banks and bank- 
ing. In 1889 he was nominated for 
senator by his party, but withdrew m 
favor of Oliver W.Robbins of Pittsfleld, 
who was elected. Mr. Raymond was 
nominated for senator in 1892, but was 
defeated by S. A. Hickox of Williams- 
town. HJs name was mentioned as a 
possible 
democratic candidate 
for 


sheriff last fall. 


As a shrewd speculator Mr. Raymond 


was well known, and during his life 
he entered many ventures, generally 
coming out on the right side-. Some 
years ago he went west to California 
with a brother, and there made con- 
siderable money in mines and other 
methods of speculation. He was re- 
puted to be worth at the time of his 
death considerable over $100,000. 


He was an enthusiast and expert in 


agricultural matters and because of 
this represented the Berkshire Agri- 
cultural society three years in Boston 
and for six years the Middlefleld so- 
ciety. 
For several years he was president 


of the Berkshire Agricultural society 
and at the annual fairs he was a 
familiar figure, generally serving as 
marshal of the day. 
When a young man he was employed 


'n the United States treasury depart 
ment. While there he invented a 
counterfeit note detector, for which he 
received a good amount from the gov- 
ernment. At one time he and a 
brother were in the grain, and feed 
business in Greenfield.

skin is not an unusually high average 
price to pay for the fur of the sea otter, 
and at fnr sales in London a much 
higher price bus often been asked and 
received. Much, of'aourse, in the mat- 
ter of price depends npon the condition 
and size of tbe skin. The animal when 
it is alive and wearing the fnr itself is 
from three to five feet in length from 
nose to tail tip, though the skin lying 
npon it in loose folds, the actual "pelt," 
is of fair size. 


Ever since Bering, sailing from Sus- 


sia, discoveied Alaska and found its na- 
tives clad in otter skin this fur has 
been the prime object of the pelt hunt- 
ers' desire. Sable, marten, mink and 
even ermine can be trapped or shot 
without extraordinary trouble. Seals 
are driven inland like fools te be slaugh- 
tered and skinned at their captors' lei- 
sure. But the sea otter must be sought 
diligently «s the diamond, for three 
centuries of experience have made Iftm 
wise. 


Upon the map of North America may 


be seen jutting from the southern cor- 
ner of Alaska, which is the northwest 
corner of the continent, Aliaska, a pe- 
ninsula, which breaks off into a chain 
of islands called {he Aleutians. Just 
where the peninsula ends and the is- 
lands begin a point may be noticed 
marked Belkovsky. 


This is the headquarters of the sea 


otter hunters, and between bere and 
Chernaboor island to the south and Saa- 
nak island to the southwest the bulk of 
the sea otters are taken. 


Thoroughly impressed with the val- 


ue of his own skin, the sea otter takes 
care of it by living far away from the 
mainland, sleeping with one eye open, 
npon the floating weed beds or a sea 
washed reef exposed to the full fury of 
tbe north Pacific. 


At tbe slightest sign of the approach 


of man he dives deep, and stays below 
for 20 minutes at a time. 


Sometimes a stray otter may be shot 


from the land as.he plays in the surf, 
but the chief methods of his capture 
are "the surround" and'clubbing. In 
the former case a party of Aleutian is- 
landers are conveyed to Saanak, there 
to encamp for two or three months. 


Woe to the hunters if the wind be oft 


the shore, for then no fire may be lit to 
make the beloved tea, no pipe of tobac- 
co smoked, or the hope of a capture 
would be vain. For the otter is all 
eyes and ears and nose when alive; all 
fnr when dead. 


Upon a calm day the hunters paddle 


gently over the sea in their skin canoes, 
keeping an eager eye upon the rolling 
surf for a sign of the prey. A hunter 
sees an otter and makes a quiet signal 
to bis matea Like a flash the quarry 
has dived. Eaising his oar aloft, the 
man who found the otter remains as'a 
buoy above the place of the animal's 
disappearance, while hia mates form in 
a huge circle'with him in the center. 


In 20 minutes, at most, the otter 


comes up again in sight of some of the 
canoe men. A frightful yell drives the 
poor brute .below again before he has 
had time to fill his lungs. Shortly he is 
again seen and the process repeated, 
till at length his body is so gas inflated 
that he cannot sink and falls a prey to 
the lucky hunter whose spear first 
pierces that too rich coat of his. 


Luck varies, and the sea otter is 


yearly rarer and more shy, but, if for- 
tunate, each hunter may have from two 
to five skins for the traders as the re- 
sult of his three months' catch 


• To be a successful hunter requires a 
Spartan, scorn of-comfort, huge pa- 
tience, keenness of vision and readiness 
of resource, as well as great dexterity 
in the handling of a risky craft and 
an intimate knowledge of your quarry's 
habits which it requires a lifetime of 
observation under trying conditions to 
gain. 


'•The surround," then, is no joke, 


but clubbing next door "to suicide. The 
hunters encamped upon Saanak havo 
been for a day or two prevented by a 
howling gale from doing anything save 
sleep or smoke." One or two of the men, 
knowing, seemingly- by instinct, that 
the gale has almost blown itself out, 
prepara for a clubbing expedition. 


Should they in'the dark and turmoil 


miss the islands some'score of miles 
away they are carried out into the 
ocean and certain death. If, on the oth- 
er hand, they make their haven, they 
land and creep, club in hand, over the 
rocky coast to the ocean swelled reef 
where the otters sleep. 


Tho roar of the gale drowns the sound 


of their approa'ch, and the poor otter is 
a mere "pelt" v-before he knows of his 
"danger. Scores of ottersbave been killed 
in one night by* a-clubman.or two. But 
otter clubbing is not a means of liveli- 
hood likely to become generally popular

The char- 
acter whidh gives' greatest offense in 
"Mile. Fifi" is the one which is allotted 
to Miss Louise Beaudet. Miss Beaudet 
is one of the most talented women on 
the stage, and -there is certainly no one 
who possesses greater versatility. She 
has been highly successful in almost 
every branch of theatrical effort, not 
excepting tragedy and comic opera. 
That she should have been selected for 
a part, therefore, which was certain to 
bring down upon her head the abuse of 
critics because of the. very excellence of 
her impersonation is very, unfortunate. 


Now that "Mile. Fifi" has apparently 


"caught on'* fti'its own peculiar way it 
will be instructive to speculate upon its 
successor. There is .one consolatory re- 
flection still .possible, and' that ig that 
any manager..wbo may take a thing like 
"The Turtle" as a starter and.then set 
out to improve upon it in the way of 
immorality in-eacb-eucceecUng'-produc- 
tion is doomed to certain failure, for it 
is so very cjoae 'tp~ the limit that the 
police-interference-point must soon be 
reached.

Mm GUILD ON WASHIN6TON. 


Interesting Address atAdams on Subject 


of Popular Criticism. 


Lieutenant-Colonel Curtis Guild, Jr., 


of Boston, who was a guest of W. B. 
Plunkett of Adams over Sunday, deliv- 
ered an address on George Washington 
n the Congregational church of Adams 
n the evening. It \vas under the 
uispices of the Men's Sunday evening 
slub and about 500 people were pres- 
»nt. Colonel Guild has been in Adams 
once before, and as a present lieu- 
tenant-governor possibility, his pres- 
ence was of especial interest. The 
•mlpit was handsomely decorated with 
'lags and a pictuie of Washington. A 
nusical prog-ram was a'ao rendered. 


Colonel Guild's address was devoted 
o the character and contemporaneous j 
Censure of Washington and other rev- 
olutionary woithies. He quote*d Johr 
Vdams' celebrated question, "Would 
Washington, ever have 
b*>eii 'com- 


mander of the revolutionary army or 
president of the United States if he 
had not married the rich widow of IVfr. 
Custis?" He quoted as evidence that 
'heap personal attacks on men in pub- 
ic life aro nothing new, Washington's 
elaborate defense of his manner of 
bowing,, which it was publicly claimed 
At the time was an assumption of the 
oyal manner and a threat to the 
futur» of the republic. 


As evidence that yellow journalishi 


•vas no new thing, he cited the attacks 
on Franklin's fur cap and the atrocious 
articles that Franklin earlier had pub- 
lished in his own newspaper, which 
had to be suppressed by the authori- 
ties. The pamphleteers, letter-writers 
and disappointed office-seekers of the 
revolution afforded fruitful illustra- 
tions of the speaker's theme that the 
Bather of his Country could not escape 
the most pitiful calumny, and even 
held his place in history not because 
he lived in a century or 'among a peo- 
i'e peculiarly patriotic, but because he 
and those wholabored with him hadinso 
great measure the lofty character that 
m all times has ultimately faced down 
meanness, envy and malice. 


Continuing Colonel Guild said: Who 


remembers orwhocarestodiscussfruuay 
whether it was dried sprats or her- 
ring thnt Patrick Henry used as a 
provocative of thirst during the first 
session of the continental congress? Of 
what historical vailue today is the 
fashionable elegance 
of 
Hancock's 


-lothes or the rustic cut of Franklin's? j 
Who cares v. hether Washington did or 
did not copy his Virginia neighbors in 
occasional attendance at a cock-fight? 


We may concede that every one of 


these men was imperfect, but their 
noor human failings were not their 
lives. History has dismissed their de- 
tractors. .They are not written down as 
i tippler, a dandy, a tout and a braw- 
'er. We remember, on the contrary, the 
orator who lighted the torch of in- 
lependence, the rich man who forsook 
vs caste and risked a felon's death for 
the people of Massachusetts, the dip- 
'cmat who called to*the aid of America 
••he army and navy of France, 
and 


greater than all these the patriot who 
'ad the nation from defeat to victory, 
from anarchy to order, not merely be- 
"ause he had the brain to plan and the 
"nergy to execute, but 'the strength and 
courage to endure.

Mr. Tenney spoke along the lines of 


the inability of city charity adminis- 
tered by a city official to accomplish 
all that should be done. This tempor- 
ary aid or alms given regularly fails 
to show the recipients how they can 
help themselves, and tends to degrade 
them by making them professional 
paupers. 


Mr. Tenney 
said that what was 


needed was some method of work that 
should help the needy to help them- 
selves; that would provide for the 
future as well as for the present, and 
that would sho-w the ones who were 
thus helped that they had friends who 
were artxious to help them and see 
them do well. 


In conclusion Mr. Tenney said that 


he believed theie vf.s enough willhig- 
nebs to do this work in the city, so that 
if it were organized along undenomina- 
tional lines, the city would be relieved 
of much of the expense of the almoner's 
department while those who were in 
need \vould be much more effectively 
helped.

United States, of whjch more timn one- 
half aro in the state of N«w VTorh and 
have an invested capital of $300,000 
and pay in wages nearly $200,000 a 
year.

There are the 
railroad dags, of which enormous num- 
bers aro in use. These signal flags come 
in two sizes—18 by 20 inches and 18 Itf 
24 inches. There are, it is said, more 
red than green signal flags and more 
green than white.
